lieved to be the most complete collec- 
tion of anaichlstic litcratuie in the 
woild was recently made public by 
the library authorities of Columbia 
university. 


Some time ago, says the New York 


Post, it came to the attention of Dr. 
Vladimir G. Sieukhovitch, the uimer- 
sity bibliophile, that a French an- 
archist long resident at London, and of 
considerable literary ability, had died 
in the course of the winter, and that 
his library had passed to administra- 
tors who weie plainly ignorant of the 
character of the calling of the man. 
Dr. Sienkho-. itch, however, knew that 
the dead man had spent the greater, 
part of his life in making an exhaus- 
tive collection of all the valuable an- 
archistic literature extant; he noticed 
that this collection, it Inch consisted not 
only of books and pamphlets, but also 
of posters, periodicals, journals and 
broadsides, was turned o^ cr bj the ad- 
mimstratois to the Sothebys, the Lon- 
don book auctioneers, and soon found 
hidden away in their spring catalogue 
an item adveitibing the sale of the 
entire collection. 


This item appeared to have escaped 


the notice of European librarians, and 
even of those dealers who specialize in 
the literature of political and social 
science. Dr. James n. Canfield. libra- 
rian of Columbia, appreciating the sig- 
nificance of this "lind," at once pro- 
ceeded to collect funds for the pur- 
chase, and was soon able to authorize 
his deputy to bid foO (5250) on the 
articles listed. 
A cable message an- 


nounced a few days later that the en- 
tire collection bad.been acquired with- 
out competition for the ridiculous fig- 
ure of £20 (?100). 


The entire collection, in twenty-four 


large boxes, arrived at New lork in 
the spring. The work of examination, 
classification, 
appraisal, 
cataloguing 


and binding has been going on now for 
several weeks, but has not jet been 
completed. Neither the scientific nor 
the pecuniary value of the consign- 
ment can as yet be ascertained, but as 
an indication of the worth of the col- 
lection it may be stated that much of 
this material appears in no existing 
bibliography, being hitherto unknown; 
furthermore, for single pamphlets of- 
fers haK^Noen made running into four 
flgnreilsrinarks and francs.

pamphlets and books, a collection of 
270 huge sheet posters and broadsides, 
most of which have no duplicates; 
hundreds of photographs of prominent 
agitators of all countries; an enormous 
body of letters, documents, manifestoes 
and autograph manuscripts by most of 
the leading anarchists, from Bakounin, 
the Russian, down to the present time, 
and a vast quantity of inflammatory 
songs and clippings from nonanarch- 
istic publications. 


Access could be had to only a small 


part of the collection, most of it now 
being in the bands of the binders, but 
an idea of its scope, magnitude and 
importance can be gained from the fol- 
low ing specimen items: A death war- 
rant, forecasting to the inner circle the 
assassination of President Sadi-Carnot 
of France six hours before its occur- 
rence; nine manuscript writings by the 
famous Louise Michel; a warrant is- 
sued from a London police court for 
the apprehension of a desperate foreign 
incendiary; the school books of Rava- 
chol; announcements of attacks to be 
directed against nearly all of the 
crowned heads of Europe and photo- 
graphs of Luchem, who assassinated 
the empress of Austria. Another strik- 
ing exhibit is a batch of scorched pa- 
pers found on the person of a London 
anarchist who died while hurling a 
bomb into a crowded square. 


Among the periodicals in the collec- 


tion are La Pere Peinard, published in 
Pans by E. Pouget from 1889 to 1896, 
only two copies being known, Der So- 
cializt, published in Berlin; the Alarm, 
which comes from Chicago; La Ques- 
tlone Sociale, an Italian paper printed 
m Paterson, X. J.; El Porvenir Anar- 
quibta. from Barcelona, Spam. Gazeta 
Kobotnicz.i, a Polish publication from 
Chicago; Volne Listy, a New York 
anarchistic paper in the Czechish 
tongue; Freedom, the great organ of 
the London agitators; the Beacon, 
pnnted in San Francisco; Le Tempre 
Nomeau, Prince Krapotkin's paper, 
and Caserio, wbich appears in Buenos 
Ayres, the capital of the Argentine Re- 
public. These periodicals are printed 
In English, German, French, all the 
Scandinavian languages, new Greek, 
Italian, 
Polish. 
Russian. 
Slavonic, 


Czechish, Spanish, Yiddish and many 
other dialects and languages. 


On the opening of Columbia's one 


hundred and fiftieth year in the 
autumn the entire collection will be 
placed fonspicuonsly on view in the 
university library. A member of the 
faculty who has specialized in this 
field made the following comment on 
the anarclncn: 


"The collection has equal interest for 


students of modern history, of soci- 
ology, of penology and of morbid psy- 
chc!c<ry; and it js unquestionably the 
most complete of its kind, not only 
In the United States, but in the world."

One of the greatest organs in the 


world will soon be dedicated to the 
memory of John S. Xewberry, late of 
Detroit, Mich., in Woolsey hall of 
jTuic Ullli Uldit^, Su^ & a 
-*»cV»

dispatch to the New York Herald. 
The organ, which cost upn ard of §30,- 
,000, is the gift of Mrs. Helen H. New- 
berry, who gives it in memoiy of her 
husband. An authority on organs has 
said that the instrument is one "v> hose 
power, dignity and grandeur of tone 
are not equaled by any other organ in 
America and is surpassed by but few 
organs in the world." Professor Sam- 
uel S. Sanford and Professor Horatio 
\\". Parker of the department of music 
la Yale have tried the organ and arc 
delighted with its tonal qualities and 
its capabilities. 


Set in the framework of the grandly 


proportioned proscenium aich of the 
big memorial hall, with a frieze of 
superb beauty and relieved by the 
beautiful white ornamentation of walls 
and gallery, the organ stands out in 
splendid beauty. The hall is vgarded 
by many as one of the most --'lassie 
and artistic academic buildings in the 
world. 


The organ is 110 feet wide, 25 feet 


deep and 40 feet high. The in- 
strument is composed of a great or- 
gan, swell organ, choir organ, solo 
organ, pedal organ (augmented), be- 
sides having couplers, adjustable com- 
binations and pedals, all of which are 
decided improvements upon instru- 
ments which up to a few years ago 
were considered the acme and the won- 
der of the organ builder's art. The or- 
gan has some of the largest scaled and 
heaviest weighted diapasons of any in- 
strument constructed. It has five wind 
pressures, varying from three and a 
half inches to twenty-two inches. The 
organ will contain the first double 
tongued reed stop ever built in the 
United States. The reeds in the great 
and swell organs are voiced at ten 
inches wind pressure and the tube 
sonora id the solo organ at twenty-two 
inches. The gravissima of sixty-four 
feet is a counterpart of the great Hope- 
Jones organ, which is in the Worces- 
ter (England) cathedral. 


Effort has been made to represent 


the majesty and the grandeur of the 
instrument itself in the eons'ole, or key 
desk of the organ. The key desk is 
about five feet wide, four feet deep 
and five and a half feet high, "the 
player is conveniently surrounded by 
the stop knobs. The curve is some- 
what similar in arrangement to the 
keyboard of the famous organ of the 
St Suipice in Paris. 
The couplers 


are oscillating, and the pedal board has 
every radical improvement of dip, 
spread and a difficult and costly push. 
Circassian walnut is the material out 
of which the case of the keyboard is 
constructed, handsomely carved and 
highly polished. 


The Newberry organ contains a 


thirty-two foot open diapason. These 
pipes are thirty-two feet long and two 
and a half feet in diameter and are 
made without a screw or a nail. Any- 
thing of a metallic character would 
change the vibrations and alter the 
quality of the tone. Some idea of the 
Immensity of the organ may be gath- 
ered from the fact that one of these 
large pipes weighs more than 1,000 
pounds. 
The smallest pipe, on the 


other hand. Is a delicate little one 
weighing a fraction of an ounce and 
less than half an inch in length. 


While Professor Sanford was travel- 


Ing in Europe last summer he found 
in a large organ which was being con- 
structed In Gloucester (England) ca- 
thedral a new coupler, unison off, a 
reproduction of which he caused to be 
adopted by the builders of <the New- 
berry organ. 
This means that when 


the sub and super couplers are on the 
unison, or middle note, does not speak. 
Musicians say that this will add great- 
ly to the number of effects which can 
be produced In the organ. 


There are 3,064 pipes in stops of over 


a four foot pitch in the Newberry or- 
gan. The total number of pipes in the 
organ is 4,588. Some of the pipes cost 
a small fortune.

ander L, the late king of Servia: 


Alexander was but twelve years old 


when King Milan, his father, issued 
the decree banishing the queen from 
Belgrade and commanding that the 
crown prince should be taken from 
her. Mother and son were at that time 
quietly living in Wk-sliaden, and, as 
everybody knows, 1'rince Bismarck 
backed up the Servian government in 
the dastardly attempt of enforcing its 
rulings on foreign soil. 


The boy was as much opposed to re- 


turn to Belgrade without his mother 
aa Queen Natalie to separate from her 
son. The Princess Mornssi, cousin to 
the queen, tried in vain to argue with 
Alexander. 


"I will not follow papa's command. 


I will stay with mamma," w;is Alex- 
ander's persistent reply to all her en- 
treaties. 


"But," said the princess, "the Ger- 


man government also demands your 
departure." 


"The German government has no

Novel Display Proposed For 


Chicago's Centennial. 


BIX TRIBES TO BE BEPRESENTED. 


Hunters and Trader* Froaa Them 


Will Paddle to the AVludjr CHy In 
« Fleet of Cnuoea and Trade For 
Snppllex at Fort Dearborn •• They 
Did \ earn Ago, 
By the early part of September there 


will be heading for Chicago ;i fleet ot' 
Indian t.moes. says the Chicago Tub 
line. The\ \\ill coast UO\MI the v\est 
shore of Luke Michigan and land ue.ir 
the mouth of the Chicago rnei, just 
us uieir auufalois mil a iiumliLU ^uars 
ago. 


From a half dozen diffeient tribes 


hunters and tr.ulers will come to Chi 
c-aao and seek Fort Dearborn tor sup 
plies. The fort is to be reconstructed, 
and the Indians are to be received as 
their forefathers were when the foit 
was a trading post. 


The tribes represented will be the 


Ojibwajs, 
Iroquols, Pottawattauiu-s, 


Algonqums, Ottawas and Menouiinees 
The plan to have this Indian display 
was proposed to Chairman I'lainondon 
and Secretary Macloon of the e\eou- 
tiTe committee lor the celebration of 
the Chicago centennial this fall bj L. 
O. Armstrong of the Canadian Pacific 
railway. 


He proposes to bring 400 Indians 


whose ancestors traded at Fort De.ir- 
born a hundred years ago back to the 
site of the old fort and have them re- 
enact the scenes of the older days so 
far as possible. It is planned to have 
them encamped on the lake front if 
possible and to give daily exhibitions. 


Upon their arrival in their bark ca- 


noes they will pitch camp and trade 
for supplies with the post trader at 
Fort Dearborn. They vv ill cook their 
meals at open camp fires and show 
exactly how the trading Indians used 
to live about the fort. 


As a part of the formal entertain- 


ments which will be given each day 
the Indians will show their various 
dances on elevated platforms. There 
will be canoe races, swimming races? 
and tilting matches. At the last game 
the Indians are the world's champions, 
and the champion of the Indians at 
this picturesque water tournament. 
Shawanoe, will be among the challen- 
gers. 


It is expected that the flotilla of 


brightly colored canoes which will float 
down the lake will be one of the most 
picturesque sights which Chicago has 
had the opportunity to view. At night 
the Indians will sing their canoe songs 
from the lake. The Indians who do 
not take part in the performance will 
make all varieties of articles usually 
offered for sale by the tribes. These 
will include mats, porcupine quill 
work, beadwork on bark and skins, 
canoes, baskets, etc. The many tribal 
and religious customs of the Indians 
will be fully illustrated at the village. 


Many of the Indians have been ap- 


proached on the subject of making the 
canoe trip to Chicago and have ex- 
pressed themselves as anxious to have 
a part in the celebration. The story of 
the trading post and of the fort is well 
known to many of the older Indians, 
whose fathers were among the hunters 
and trappers who came to Fort Dear- 
born for their supplies. 


A part of the original Fort Dearborn 


will be used In the reconstruction. The 
South park commissioners have in stor- 
age a large section of the old block- 
house which stood at Thirty-third and 
State streets for many years, having 
been taken there from its original site. 
Henry E. Weaver saved this part from 
destruction and presented it to the com- 
missioners.
